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This will advise thet I heve very recently been 
contacted by the Rev. Fether Rollande of Blue Quills Indian 
Residential School, with regerds to Quarterly returns from 
his School, There appears to be somewhat of « misunderstending, 
end Father Rollende advised me that he wes not too femiliar 
with the proceedings, es took plece et this Agency during the 
September and December Querters for 1947. 
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I will endeavour to outline the ceuse of trouble, and 
without ea doubt the cause of errors for the two quarterly 
returns mentioned above. 


Due to a serious epidemic of Measles in this Agency 
the Blue Quills Residential School wes not opened officially, 
as the majority of the families were under Querantine. This 
also effected the opening of the Edmonton Indien Residential 
School. The epidemic wes handled under the supervision of 
Dr. Decosse, and his findings weee reported to Dr. E. L. Stone, 
Regional Superintendent, Indian Health Services, Edmonton, As 
a result of the Qusrentine the Blue Quills School did not 
open officially until October 18th, 1947. 


As the Rev. Father Rollande was not aceusinted with 
the proceedings he made his September returns out in such e 
wey thet the month of September, in the same quarterly returns, 
would be classed as extended leave. This was also substantiated 
by by the fact that ell preparations, including staff, were 
prepared for officiel opening on September lst, 1947. Despite 
the fact the school could not be opened, some pupils were 
brought in to the School for the September Querter from Beaver 
Leke end

We have two patients in the hospital who are 
giving us § concern at the present time. These patients are 
ready for discharge but will require a years' convalescence, 
preferably under @ more restricted routine than they would 
experience tn their own homes. The medical staff would like tc 
hol them in hospital and over-treat them, but as they have a 
ong list of active tuberculosis cases waiting be admitted 
they heve no ¢ ofce but to prepare then for discharge. 


These patients have no homes of their own to 
4ch they may return, but will have to live with friends or 
relatives if discharged . Both of these pat ents are anxious 
to receive more education so that eventually they may receive 
training that would en ble them to become gait fully employed. 


Both patients are Indians, one 19 years of age 
and the other é ears of age, Both are Roman Catholics. 
T have canvass all the private schools ‘n EBdmonton, with the 
1ope thet one or more of them-would be prepared to sccept at 
least one of these patients. However, the lowest grades taught 
4n these schools 4n nine and ten. This 4s no help to us, As 
far as f can ascertein, there are no other instt tutions in 
Alberta where they can receive rest and tratn'ng at the same time. 


Therefore, can you help us? If there ‘s r 
I would suggest that these two boys should attend Blue quil 
Residential School. One of these patients, Joh Fourn‘er, is 
unusually talented in art and it has been reco néded that he 
eventually receive tratning in com ercial art. YT recall that 
wher, T visited Blue Quills School, thet T was introduced tos 
very capable art teacher who woukd be able to etve John much 
assistance.

I beg to inform you that owing to an 
epidemic of whooping cough on the Whitefish 
Lake reserve, I found it necessary, on the 
advice of Dr. Eadie of Vilna, to keep the 
pupils of the Edmonton Residential school and 


also the Blue Quill's Residential school, at 
home. 


4s there was some whooping cough on 
the Saddle Lake reserve also, I had Dr. Decosse 
of St.Paul check up the homes on this reserve 
and he has now also recommended keeping the 
pupils at hane for a time. The principals of 
both schools were advised accordingly. I might 
state that the doctors advised holding the 
children for at least three weeks when another 
check up would be made as to their fitness to 
attend school. I might also mention that the 
Principals of both schools have mentioned the 
matter of the grant during this period, and 


asked if this would be paid in @ case of this 
kind.

I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 
118-1-13 of the 1st instant in regard to a letter received 
from the Reverend Principal of the Blue Quill's Indian Resid- 
ential school which he evidently endeavoured to make it 
appear that I haa acted contrary to the adviee given by Dr. 
Decosse, As the whooping cough situation was euch that I was 
of the opinion that should the children be sent back to school, 
serious developments might result, and as this wae brought to 
Father Angin's attention, I am rather surprised at his attitude 
in the matter. I discussed fully with Dr. Decosse and also with 
Dr, Fadie, the advisability of keeping the pupile at home for a 
time and both of the Doctors advised keeping the children home 
for at least three weeke, this depending on the situation at the 
end of that period. 


School Files. 


The Reverend Principal wae advised of this but he 
evidently considered that he was better informed in the matter 
than the Doctors who were in attendance as he almost immediately 
started to urge the Indians to take their children back to school. 
This, deepite the fact that he had been advised ae to what was 
peing done and the reason for keeping the pupils out of school 
for a time. By insisting whenever the Indians called at the 
school, the Reverend Principal persuaded some of them to take 
their children to school before they had been passed as fit oy 
the Medical Officers, twenty three being returned to school in 
this manner. In doing thie, it would appear that Father Angin 
acted in direct contravention of the health regulations issued 
by the Department and should his action result in a further out- 
break of whooping cough or other serious consequences follow in 
the case of the children taken into school, he should be prepared 
to accept full responsibility in the matter. 

The situation on the reeervee is now improved and the 
children, after being checked, will be going back to school. As 
requested, I am enclosing herewith, Dr. Decosse’s 1 tter.

I beg to submit the following in connection with 
the pupile of the Blue Quili's Indian Residential school. As 
mentioned in my letter of the 18th September last, it was 
necessary, owing to whooping cough on the Saddle Lake and 
Whitefieh Lake reserves, to keep the children home. This 
action was taken after the situation had been fully discussed 
with the Medical Officers. As the situation was clearing up 
toward the end of the month, arrangeme te were made to have 
ali of the children who were fit, return to the schools on 
the 1st October. A few were kept at home at that time and the 
last group, ten in number, were sent back to the Edmonton 


Residential school on the 27th. 
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In the meantime however, there appeared to be an 
epidemic of pneumonia at the Blue Quill's Residential school 
as there were ten cases of pneumo to the hospital 
from the school between the 15th Sep h Ootobder 
four of these cases being double pneumo 
ohildren kept home after the ist ober 
directed to take their children to school, they hesitated in 
some cases owing to fear that their chtldren might contract 
pneumonia. In some cases their children were juet recovering 
from whooping cough. Fortunately,so far, there have been no 
deaths there from this disease. 

I might say that none of the parents refused defin- 
itely to take their children pack to school when directea tnat 
they shoulda do 80. They stated in ost cases that owing to 
hearing of eo many pneumonia cases at the sohool, they aia 
not wish to take the riek of losing their children and that 
they would rather keep them for a ® ort time or until such 
time ae the pneumonia situationoleared up to some extent 
Compulsion might have been resorted to, to have the ohil 
taken in immediately after they were coneiderea fit. On the 
other hand, if this action had been taken and pneumonia hac 
caveed the death of a pupil after being taken in, a very 
disagreeable situation would have peen created.

When I waa at Whitefish Lake reserve on the 20th October, 

I advised the Indians there that any pupile of the schoole, 
Famonton Residential and Blue Quill's, who were still out, 
shoulda be returned to the schools to which they belonged. 
There did not seem to be any objection to this. However, 
upon making enquiries later, I wae infoemed that they had 
expected tnat the motor truck from the school woula oe sent 
up for the few children there. I ehall make enquiries and 
4f thie wae not done, some arrangement will ve made to have 
any absentees brought in. The truck could have been sent 
up from the Blve Quill's echool for the children at White- 
fish Lake, and thie woula no doubt have apeeded up the 
return of some of the children ae some of the Indiane do 
not own horses. 


Checking up at Beaver Lake reserve on the 6th 
October, I found that some of the children there had whoop- 
ing cough. This had just started and tne parents were 
4 that the children would be required at the Blue 
Quill's school in about three or four weeks time. There are 
geven pupile there. Theee will now be prought in if fit. 


The situation in connection with the schools this 
year was unavoidable and although the schools m have lost 
a@ little in the way of grante, the matter throughout hae 
been dealt with in a manner ooneidered in the vest interests 
of everybody concerned. 

In conclusion, T would like to add that a more 
regsonable attitude by the Principal in unavoidable issues 
and the co-operation of the schools in recruiting and getting 
children back to gohool, would be very much appreciated.
